DECISION BY THE 
BALLOT-BOX. 


The free democratic system 
is usually seen at its worst 
during an election campaign, 
and at its best after it is over. 
That is true in particular of 
the general elections in the 
Philippines. The contest was 
a conflict of personalities ra- 
ther than of programmes, and 
of past records rather than of 
future performance. 

Campaigns of this sort are 
invariably bitter, and that in 
the Philippines was no ex- 
ception. -In the provinces gun 
fights between rival factions, 
and deliberate outrages 


itself was free -from blood- 
shed. , The carrying of fire- 
arms ‘was forbidden in the 
capital, but similar control 
was lacking in the provinces. 

Polling-day in Manila was 
an object-lesson in good be- 
haviour and discipline. The 
day was observed by every- 
body as a holiday. The only 
traffic on its normally con- 
eae Gone was a to 
the task of carrying the voters 
to the polling-booths.: The 
docks were silent and desert- 
ed, all offices and shops were 
closed, and the people made 
holiday in high good humour. 
They rejoiced in the right of 
a free people to exercise their 
vote, and to determine who 
Should speak and act for them 
in the next four. years. 

The closeness of the vote in 
Manila jtself tells its own 
story of, freedom. of ‘choice. 
The Nacionalistas led by Dr. 
Jose Laurel headed the poll 
in the city sby. a substantial 
majority over President 
Quirino’s Liberal Party. Re- 
ports from the provinces, 
however, indicated an equally 
substantial majority for the
